3m Baſſa, (0 fatal to our Hungary. This grand Perſo- 

nage heing a Child of Tribute; )for the Txrk all over 
his Dotminions, takes one in three from the Chriſtia ns)- 
was a. Native of Parga, a Village of Greece, betweene 
the City of St. Marr and Corfer 3 and being a youth 
of a comly preſence and noble ſpirit, was ſent to the 
Service of Solyman the Second in the life of his Father 
Seliz ; this young Prince being then at Adrinopolis : 
the T»rkih Emperours having a Cuſtome to bring up 
their Children out of the Seraglio, and Briantine Port 
whether they are never brought, untill the deceaſe of 
their Father. 14-45»: grow not ſo taſt in yeass, as he 
towred up in the favour of Solyman 3 and ſeemed to be 
the Soul, that gave life and motion to'this Prince, who 
no ſooner mounted the Emperial Throne, but he heap- 
ed ſo many honours and favours upon this Creature of 
his, that the world might eafily judge , he intended 
him for that Coloffe, on whole ſhoulders he reſolved to 
hy the burden of that vaſt State : Now he is Grand 
Vizier, and Lievtenant General of the Empire 3 who 
being a great Souldier, and incomparable Stateſman, 
put his Maſter upon thoſe heroick ations that made 
our Huagary phy jo Ifle of Rhodes, the juſt ſubjects oh 
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his Magnificent triumphs. To whoſe courage doe the 
Twrks owe the Cities and Kingdomes of Twwis and Al- 
gier, but to Ariadens Barbaroſſa a Greek ——_ 
and Native of - Aete/in? and who ſobravely - 
ed the City of 4/gier in the year 1541. when the glori- 
ous Emperour Charles V. beſieged it, but Afſarn 4gaa 
Native of $4rdignia? It was cloſe begirt by Sea and 
Land with a potent Army, and yet he had the fortune 
to repel all the Impreſſions made by ſo many excellent 
Cavaliers, and ſee them ſent to their laſt home. mi 
here mention that famous Captain Scipio C:gale,ſon of 
the Viſcount Cigale, who paſſing out of Sicily into 
Spain, was taken priſoner, and carried to Conſtertino- 
ple 5 where renouncing his Religion, he grew into fo 
great eſteem with the Sultan, that he raiſed him to the 
ignitv of a Baſla, an4 made him General of divers 
great Armies, with which he enlarged the Ottoman 
Territories, and his own Repuration. But 1 ſhall con- 
tent my ſclf with the Actions and Fortunesof that great 
Renegade Naſaff, ſu famous inthis Century,and nigher 
your Lordſhips memory 3 this Naſ#ff was the ſon of a 
Greek Prieſt about Salonvica, who being brought 
young to Conſtantinople, lo well managed his Fortune 
that at 25 years of Age he was employed in the over- 
ſeeing a Moſque, which the Sultaneſs cauſed to be 
built, and having fortunately performed that office, 
by her had the charge of the Seraglio given him,and all 
her domeſtick affairs : But here he ſtopt_ not, for be- 
ing the childe of Fortune, and deſtined 'rothe higheſt 
Honoursand Employs, ſhe quickly brought him to the 
knowledge of Sultan Hobmet the firſt, who from Offices 
in 
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in his Seraglio, advanced $2. be Baſla of 4leppo,and: 
ignified him with the Government of Meſopotgmie ; 
yea the Emperour finding him to be one of a detigning 
ſpirit, & ambitious to undertake great things, after the 
x os of Serdar Baſla,gave him his Eſtate, and made 
him grand Vizier 3 and that he might have opportunity 
to ſhew his addreſs and courage in Military expediti- 
ons, made him General of his Army again(t the Perſi- 
ans, who were ſo beaten by him, that they were enfor- 
ced to ſue for a Peace as diſhonourable to themſelves,as 
adyantagious to the Turks. Thus encircled with the 
beams of, glory and honour, he enters Conſtaxntinople,re- 
ceiving the plaudit of the Grandees of the Port; and as 
a fi r acceſſion to his felicities, one of the Sultans 
daughters in marriage 3 but in fige, this Ingrate hoping _ 
to make himſelf Soveraign of Meſopotamia, in m—_— FP 
of his perfidiouſneſs had all his greatneſs choaked with 
a Bow-ſtring. Thus my Lord, I have given you ſome 
ſmall Fern a2 runes of the {ervicee formerly per rm'd by 
theſe Renegades to the 0:towen Empire, and can we 
think they are leſs active now ? No, no, the ſame marx- 
imes that lead them in the laſt Age to the proſecution 
of the moſt infamous deſigns, ſurvive in the breaſts of 
theſe, who conſcious to themſelves ofthe higheſt crimes;
